M\ Dkau Jouhnai. : in the midst of 

my church work among my silent 
people, 1 will now avail myself of 
much needed rest under this hospit- 
able roof to relate sonic facts worth 
knowing about the cause of deafness. 

especially for the knowledge of Prof 
essor Bell who is m greatly inb 

in his thcort/, a opv of which he has 
so kindly sent me. 1 leave this morn 
ing for New Oilcans. 

In the library of this school is kept 

a hook from which conic several such 
topics, as follows : 

"If is peculiarly lamentable to 

observe," save Dr. Mason Good, in re- 
ference to deafness and dumbness, 
"That, when the defect has once made 
an entrance into a family, whether 
from the influence it produces on the 
nervous system of the mother, or from 
any other less obvious cause, it is 
peculiarly apt to become common to 
to those children who are horn after- 
wards; insomuch that, We often meet 
with a third, or a half, and m few in- 
stances, where the first-born has been 
thus affected, with every individual 

of the progeny, suffering from the 

same distress! ngevil. The late inves- 
tigation m Ireland discovered families 
in which there were two. three, four, 
or more, thus circumstanced. In one 
family there were live children all 
deaf Sad dumb, in another seven, in 
another ten; and in that of a poor 

militia officer on half pay. there were 
nine born deaf and dumb in succes- 
sion, consolating to reflect 
l hat. the iaaUnOSI arc very rare in- 
deed, in which tbe same defect has 
been propagated to a succeeding gen- 
eration, when the deaf and dumb 
hate married, and even when both 
the husband and wife have been thus 
atlbcled.*" 

The following additional facts are 
mentioned in the Athinnon : " Many 
persons who have never known any, or 
perhaps not more than one, deaf and 
dumb individual in Ihe immediate 
circle in which they live would be 
astonished to read the list of appli- 
cations circulated by the committee 
for the Asylum in the Kent Road, BO 

ably eon ducted by Mr, Watson, winch 
usually contains nearly a hundred 
names. 

The most remarkable feet, hoe 
which these lists present, is the num- 
ber of the deaf and dumb children 

frequently found in the same families, 

evidently in consequence of the con 
tinned operation of some unknown 
connected with the parents. 
Three, four and live deaf ami demh 
children an commonly met 

with in one i ,nd 

statu-. 



were deaf and dumb; in the family 
of Kelly, a porter, seven out of eight 
were deaf and dumb ; and in the 
family, of Alduni, a weaver, six out of 
I vvclvc were deaf and dumb. 

The result of a table of twenty 
familil en in the Historical 

Sketch of the Asylum, published by 
Powell. Dowgate-oill, is ninety deaf 
and dumb out of one hundred and 
fifty-nine children." The Athenewn 
was published May 88th, 1825. 

1 have just called to mind a similar 
case : Hast Summer I met Col. Long. 
of Kentucky, who told me that he 
had found, 'in that state, a family, of 
sixteen children, one half of whom 
v\ ere deaf and dumb. 

A gentleman, mentioned by Dr. 

Darwin, had been for thirty years so 
deaf that he could bo conversed with 
only in writing, or by forming letters 
with the lingers. He assured Dr. 
Darwin that he never dreamed of per 
inversing with him, except, by 
the fingers, or in writing and that be 
never iiad the impression of hearing 
t belli speak. 

Long ago. one night 1 dreamed 
thai I was pleading tor a murderer 

before a judge, something awoke inc. 

and 1 could well remember what 1 had 
spoken, hut my room being dark, I 
postponed writing it till next morn- 
ing, but when 1 got up unfortunately 

my law speech bad dropped from my 
memory, 1 can. therefore, have as 
good an idea of speeoh as any one. 

A story has been mentioned, in 
some of the medical journals, of a 
gentleman in K ranee, who lost 
sense, except, the feeding on one side 
of his face ; yet it is said that Ins 
family acquired a method of balding 
communication with him by tracing 
Characters upon the part, which re- 
tained its sensation. 

Let us drop the subject for the pre- 
sent. 1 will not close this poor 
scrawl without saying that there are 
forlytive deaf and dumb pupils in 
this' Institution. They expect live 
more by the 1st of January, and 
when all the live pupils have arrived 
here, a teacher of good acquirements 
and pleasant manners will he sent for 
to come here at. once, his services 
being already engaged.
